REMARKS 



Status of the Claims: 

Claims 16 -22 are pending. 

Claims 1-16 were previously cancelled. 

Claims 16 was objected to. 

Claim 16 has been amended by this response. 

The Examiner objected to the Specification for the following reasons: 

The Examiner stated that while the abstract gives a synopsis of the structure of the 
invention, it does not describe that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. 

The Examiner has required a new title that is clearly indicative of the invention to 
which the claims are directed. 

The abstract has been amended to describe that which is new in the art to which 
the invention pertains. 

The title has been amended to clearly to be clearly indicative of the invention to 
which the claims are directed. 

Claim 16 was objected to the informality of a mis-spelling of "anisotropically". 
Claim 16 had been amended to correct this mis-spelling. 

The final office action of 1 1/30/04 only references claims 16-20. However, the 
applicant's response of 09/07/04 added two new claims 21 and 22. Applicant's assume 
that the final response indicates an allowance of these new claims. 

No new matter has been added by these amendments.
